We've been victimized again by the package shipping system. It isn't 
just UPS that has problems. USPS just delivered to me a rotor and control 
box in a box that was TOTALLLY DESTROYED!!! Somehow the equipment managed 
to survive but I suspect that some of the pieces for the rotor are missing 
due to the fact that the box was completely compromised. The point that I'm 
making here is that no matter how something is packaged, it's possible to 
ruin the package and the contents. 

As far as resolving claims to UPS goes, here's a suggestion that was made 
to me by a UPS employee. Call the UPS 1-800 number and ask for the National 
Loss Prevention manager. Get his name and phone number. Write a letter 
describing the problem claim with all the info and follow it up with a phone 
call. Give them all the info you have; tracking numbers, shhipping date, 
destination and anyone that you have talked to or corresponded with. This 
WILL get results. I know because I have done this to resolve a claim that 
went unpaid for several months. Sometimes only the threat of this gets 
results. National Headquarters does not like to get complaints and they get 
things resolved in a hurry. 

One more thing. If you have anything that needs to go UPS, if possible, 
tkae it to the distribution center for inspetion and shipment. If they 
inspect the package and accept it for shipment, they also accept the

> responsibility for the damage that occurs. Make sure that you ;tell them it 
> is a non-replaceable item, antique, etc. Then insure it as such. I have 

> insured things for FAR more than they were worth, just because I didn't want

> gets special treatment. By doing these things you can save yourself a lot 

> of grief and make UPS eat their screw-ups. It's worked for me

One thing I do when I am worried that something will be damaged is that I 
write "UP FRAGILE DO NOT DROP" on all four sides and the top of 

the box. "DO NOT DROP" is a standard shipping instruction and commercial 
shippers can buy boxes preprinted with "DO NOT DROP" on the sides. Does 
it actually do any good? I dunno... 


Another gentler shipper is our old friends the US Postal Service. They 
will ship big boxes up to 70 pounds and their handling procedures are 
safer, I think, than UPS.

Harry, KG5LO, did everyone a service about warning them of the dangers of 
GoJo and Armor-All and incompatible plastics. The problem is properly 
known as "stress corrosion cracking" and it can occur with both metals and 
plastics. Metallurgists have quite a bit of information about this with 
various alloys but there are no good, all-inclusive theories about why it 
occurs with thermoplastic materials. It has been suggested that many 
organic liquids can permeate the crystalline regions of plastics and allow 
external stresses to do more damage than they normally would. 


I am sure most of you know how tough the PET plastic is that is used to 
make soft drink bottles. [Eastman is a major producer of PET plastics. ] 

Yet when the right organic chemical is painted on the outside of a filled 
bottle and quickly wiped off, and the bottle is allowed to sit undisturbed 
- in a few weeks it will literally be covered with cracks and fall apart in 
a brittle fashion. Many organic solvents are capable of doing this, so it 
becomes quite important which solvents are used in inks for external 
printing of these bottles. 


Harry mentioned Armor-All, which is designed to be used with plasticized 
polyvinyl chloride plastics, caused problems with ABS plastics. Armor-All 
is basically silicone oil dissolved in a mixture of solvents. One of these 
obviously was not good for ABS. 


The point of all this is that any organic solvent containing materials 
should be suspect around plastics until you have thoroughly tested them. 
But GoJo is soap you say. Not really. It is an emulsion of a detergent in 
water and organic solvents. 

Ever wonder why it cuts grease so well? Just smell it. 


Fortunately Boatanchor radios did not generally use the large amounts of 
plastics seen in today's radios. But you still have to worry about paints 
and lacquers being compatible with cleaning solvents. The best thing is to 
test everything first in an inconspicuous place on the radio. On things 
like clear dials or meter faces, stick with something very mild to clean 
them. If you have to use something like GoJo or Goof-Off or such, use it 
carefully and rinse it off as quickly as possible.

If you have the patience, you can use a jeweler's saw and kerf new acrylic 
plastic strips in the same pitch. Force the coil into this and use epoxy 
or model airplane cement to hold the wires in place. [I know Nick is a man 
of patience since he was willing to drive home from Shelby last year with 
less than one inch ground clearance and had to stay under 5 mph! ] 


For the rest of us, I would suggest breaking away the remaining acrylic or 
polystyrene on the coils and use flat strips of fiberglass circuit board 
material (copper removed) inside the coil with epoxy to hold down the turns 
to the strips. The epoxy will withstand rather high temperatures and is 
reasonably low loss at RF. PVC will work too but the RF losses are higher. 


If you are having trouble holding the coil turns in position, try some 
hot-melt adhesive to tack them down. After the epoxy hardens on adjacent 
strips, you can remove the hot-melt with a heat gun. 


As I have mentioned on Boatanchors before, the five-minute epoxy is rather 
brittle while the 24 hour stuff is tough and slightly flexible. If you 
have the time, use the longer curing material - especially when cementing 
the coils into bases. 


One key to getting a good glue bond is to roughen the surfaces well before 
applying the epoxy. A little coarse sandpaper will improve the adhesion to 
phenolic and smooth plastics. 


Glass-filled epoxy circuit board, or even better, the much thicker 
glass-epoxy or glass-polyester structural sheets, can be cut and used to 
replace many broken ceramic insulators like those used in many transmitting 
coils. It is strong, tough, and a good electrical insulator. 

[It works well to replace broken insulators on Johnson variable capacitors 
too. ] 


For the Glowbug crowd, simple coils can be wound on plastic pill bottles 
from the drug store or even PVC tubing. At low power, the PVC is not 
likely to cause problems. [Don't wind the coil for your bone-crusher 
amplifier on PVC drain pipe, however.] The bases of defunct tubes can be 
glued to these coil forms to make excellent low-power plug-in coils.

Greetings All, 
A few weeks back I got my order in for 29 FT243 crystals from 
Phoenix. All in the 40 meter band (and of course harmonics as needed.) 
Finally got a chance to check them all out this morning. Yesterday 
I spent some time making up Dymo tape labels for all of them. Phoenix 
uses EDP (address) style labels for their name and the freq. I did not 
want to trust these to stay on forever so I used the Dymo tape which 
I have good success with in the past on xtals. I do not fault Phoenix 
for the method of labeling. Their prices for these xtals (in this day 
and age and demand) are low. 
Using my trusty Drake R4B (Is there really anything else?) and 
double checking with the Kwoody TS850SAT I got a fair non laboratory 
result. I put each of the rocks in the lil 6T9 homebrew transmitter 
and pumped it into a dummy. Obviously some osc circuits will give a 
bit differant freq output but this is what I got with the 6T9 rig. 
All rocks were withing 1kc. 3 were nearly 750+/- cycles off. All the 
rest were inside 500 cycles. Most of them were within 250 cycles. A 
few appeared to be dead-on. Not too long ago I spent a fair amount of 
money buying a HC16 holder 7040 rock from a well known outfit in FLA 
that was 4 kc high. I did not complain as it worked out for my needs. 
My inventory from Phoenix includes the following: 
7005 to 7060 in 5kcs increments 
7105 to 7135 in 5kcs increments 
7250 to 7295 in 5kcs increments 
Activity on all these rocks is good as I detect no real differance 
in output from the little rig. Again I was not making precision measurements. 
I, the little 619, the Knight T-50, the Ameco AC-1, the Globe Scout 65, 
the Heath DX60B, the Heath HW16 and all the other FT243 hungry little TXs 
around here are very pleased. 
This is not an endorsement for Phoenix or a recommendation. I cannot 
do that. It is however an honest personal experience of mine. We are looking 


forward to Phoenix making the 80 meter rocks next.

Scholars should beware of the current number of Electric Radio magazine, 
June 1997, at page 26 wherein the writer seeks to update the Immortal 
Frank Jones, W6AJF, in the matter of a regenerative superhet. Jones, 
once the West Coast Handbook editor and best remembered for Five Meter 
Radio Telephony, penned a circuit in the '30s for a RX called The 
Supergainer which was widely copied and even available in kit form. 


What this article fails to bring out is that Jones updated the circuit 
himself in a 1957 CQ article which was reprinted in CQ's Amateur Radio 
Anthology II, 1952-1959, Cat.No.102-2, Cowan Publishing Group, New York, 
1962 at page 129. (this student does not have the original CQ citation 
from '57 and would appreciate it.) 


Jones' update used a RF amp that doubled as a T/R switch, thus giving 
station convenience and obviating radiated signal, too. The Electric 
Radio circuit has a bare front end that might not even be legal today 
and goes little past McCoy's Novice RS-3, QST, July 1963, page 42, 
another relevant article Electric Radio failed to cite. 


To paraphrase a Western Swing song popular here in Texas, in matters of 
the regenrative superhet, Frank Jones is Still The King.

Hi Barry... that was great... I would take issue with one point: I have 
found 5-minute epoxy to be more or less the same as the 24 hour kind with 
the exception of a vague suspicion regarding strength. The brittleness is 
strictly a function of mix ratio. I personally stick to 5-min GEL Epoxy 
which I love. It doesn't run, and has the consistency of jello-except it is 
more pliable/moldable. I also like to use a heat gun wherever possible 
Since all epoxies set harder and somehow better when zapped with with a 


nice dose of heat. Also, ALWAYS degrease and roughen anything you are 
epoxying as much as possible... its shear strength isn't very good, and 

it'll pop right off a smooth surface (so put some all the way to-and lapped 
over-the edges.) I really agree about the fiberglass strips: they're the best! 


One final comment might be that when trying to hold a really loose coil you 
can use tape on either side of a gap for your new strips, ‘setting' it a 
wire at a time (WHEW!) then remove the tape when the epoxy cures. I've done 
it once or twice when I REALLY wanted to save one.

>plastic strips in the same pitch. Force the coil into this and use epoxy

>of patience since he was willing to drive home from Shelby last year with 
>less than one inch ground clearance and had to stay under 5 mph! ] 

> 

>For the rest of us, I would suggest breaking away the remaining acrylic or 
>polystyrene on the coils and use flat strips of fiberglass circuit board 
>material (copper removed) inside the coil with epoxy to hold down the turns 
>to the strips. The epoxy will withstand rather high temperatures and is 
>reasonably low loss at RF. PVC will work too but the RF losses are higher. 
> 

>If you are having trouble holding the coil turns in position, try some 
>hot-melt adhesive to tack them down. After the epoxy hardens on adjacent 
>strips, you can remove the hot-melt with a heat gun. 

> 

>As I have mentioned on Boatanchors before, the five-minute epoxy is rather 
>brittle while the 24 hour stuff is tough and slightly flexible. If you 
>have the time, use the longer curing material - especially when cementing 
>the coils into bases. 

> 

>One key to getting a good glue bond is to roughen the surfaces well before 
>applying the epoxy. A little coarse sandpaper will improve the adhesion to 
>phenolic and smooth plastics. 

> 

>Glass-filled epoxy circuit board, or even better, the much thicker 
>glass-epoxy or glass-polyester structural sheets, can be cut and used to 
>replace many broken ceramic insulators like those used in many transmitting 
>coils. It is strong, tough, and a good electrical insulator. 


>[It works well to replace broken insulators on Johnson variable capacitors 
>too.] 

> 

>For the Glowbug crowd, simple coils can be wound on plastic pill bottles 
>from the drug store or even PVC tubing. At low power, the PVC is not 
>likely to cause problems. [Don't wind the coil for your bone-crusher 
>amplifier on PVC drain pipe, however.] The bases of defunct tubes can be 
>glued to these coil forms to make excellent low-power plug-in coils.

but it's no Jones. (There's the little matter of Unobtanium parts, too). 


The classic Jones Super-Gainer xalways* used a fixed IF. The prime 
advantage of this is that the regeneration is not tuning-dependant. The 
design also used a regen RF amp, for improved bandwidth and gain. (Dunnno 
about the postwar version). ‘'2HBE's set is a cute little radio, but it is 
more descendant of '50s ARRL designs, not '30s Jones. 


Couple of years ago, I met a ham at an Indiana Historical Radio Society 
event who'd used a Super-Gainer in the early-postwar years. He still felt 
it was one of the best simple comms receivers he'd ever used!
